NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 4.—By the As- 
sociated Press.) Over two ihouisand 
killed, and nearly $5,000,000 in property 
demolished is the record of the great 
gulf storm in Louisiana. There never 
has been anything which approximated 
it. since the country was settled. More 
than half the population in the devas- 
tated regions is dead. Everything is 
wrecked, and the survivors are without 
focd., shelter or clothing.

Matthews Weertzez and * Dominic 
Mirgodich, sailors, were rescued by one 
of the luggers. The story they tell of 
the disaster tp Grand Isle is horrify- 
ing in the extreme. During the recital 


they wept bitterly, They said that the 
sea was raging all day and increased 
alarmingly toward. night. “About 10 
p.m. the wind shifted to the south- 
west. These men lived on the west 
end of the island. Far out at sea, as 
the flashes of lightning illuminated the 
darkness, a mammoth wave could be 
seen traveling with wonderful rapidity 
toward the island, accompanied by a 
noise like thunder. On-_came the ter- 
rible thing, growing larger momentar- 
ily. The islands were wrapped in slum- 
ber. The men, too frightened to go to 
their homes, remained in their beat 
during the terrible night. Horrified, 
they watched the tidal wave approach 
the island, until it struck. Then all 
was darkness, and the islands, as far 
as the eye could reaeh, were covered 
with water. 

With the next flash df lightning the 
two fishermen found themselves far off 
to the north of the island, and, look- 
ing about, could see. nothing but heav- 
ing waters, the land having totally dis- 


Matt ew Schurts of Gouldsboro, one 
of the survivors. of the Cheniere-Cam- 
indo calamity, arrived this morning, 
and brqught a harrowing tale of the 
loss of life there. He was engaged 
there constructing. a schoolhouse, and 
boarded in the house where twenty- 
five people lodged. The house was de- 
molished, and he believed that about 
all of thé inmates were killed. Schurts 
himeelf was fearfully knocked about 
and bruised, and his clothes were torn 
to shreds. He estimates the loss of life 
on Grand Isle, Cheniere and in Grand 
ard Adams bays, and in Cook, Chal- 
ton and Oyster Bay settlements at from 
eight hundred to a thousand. .When he 
left Cheniere Island yesterday he 
counted but five houses standing ‘out of 
a total of about three hundred. The 
land was covered. with corpses. 

As the wind increased in severity, the 
houses began to go to pieces. The wind 
took the roofs off as though they had 
been shaved from the rafters with 
great carving-knife. Then buildin 
began to rock violently, and, one. by 
one, they were torn to pieces, crash- 
ing down upon and killing the occu- 
pants, then rapidly drifting away with 
the terrible current BwWeeping across 
the land. The shrieks and groans of 
the unfortunate people were heart- 
rending as they were buried in the 
ruins of their frail homes. 

In the house in which Schurts was 
there were fully twenty-five people hud- 
dled together’ terror-gtricken. Sud- 
denly there -was a fearful crash of 
timbers, and the roof caved in, burying 
nearly everyone of the party. Only 
Schurts and a negro escaped. 

Schurts clung to the fldating debris 
until he saw a light twinkling in a 
| houses not far away. swat. to the 
house and was admitted. There were 


had hardly entere@, however, whem the 
structure went to pieces, and out of 
those who were in the house, Schurts, 
a lady and a child escaped. Schurts 
succeeded in getting the lady and baby 
to a tree. There the party stayed till 
morning, when the .wind. began to 
abate. The negro bricklayer man- 
aged to reach a. pole to which 


fishing 
smacks are usually fied, and clung to 


that during the whole of the awful 
night until finally rescued. 

Cheniere settlement was even more 
thickly populated than Grand Island. 
It: comprised a colony of 1400 souls, the 
Spanish race predominating. Hundreds 
of fishing smacks, owned by residents, 
were either beached or demolished. The 
priest who looked after the spiritua‘ 
welfare of the islanders was among 
those saved, and the lady who occu- 
pied the house with, him as his house- 
keeper, was likewise spared. The fate 
of Dr. Fry and ‘family is unknown, 
but he is missing, and probably the en- 
tire family perished. The body-of Miss 
Annie Douglass, a school teacher, was 
found among the wreckage. Scores of 
beiies lying around are begipning to 
show signs of Jecomposition, and for 
the safety of the rest of the colony, it 
became necessary to bury them im- 
mediately. There is no time to make 
nor materials or implements, so 
the living dug trenches in which to de- 
posit the remains. 

Up t6 12 o'clock Schurts assisted in 
the grewsome task, and participated 
in the interment of not less than fifty 
persons. Rebe Rando saved himself, 
wife and children by swimming about 
until he gathered sufficient lumber to 
make an impromptu raft. He put the 
family upon it and they drifted to a 
place of safety. Tom Valance, pte 
and several children are believed 
drowned, as well as hi8 brother 
wife and three children. 

It will never be ‘accurately known 
how many lives are lost. The popula- 
tion of Cheniere was about fourteen 
hundred, and Schurts thinks that at 
least a thousand are missing. It is im- 
possible as yet to.givé the financiel 


loss, but it runs into hundreds of thou- 


sands of dollars. Unless steps are im- 
médiately taken for relief it is not un- 
likely that many will perish from star- 
vation and thirst. 

Tt is variously estimated that from 200 
to 500 people perished on Bayou Cook. 
The deaths at other peints will swell 
ihe total to not less than 1200.

Regorts Show That the Damages are Wide- 
spread. 

MOLINE (Ala.,) Oct. 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The tale of the storm 
is not half told. Not only daily, but 
hourly, reports reach here of addi- 
tional disasters and more lives sacri- 
ficed. All reports are unanimous that 
for forty miles along the shore forests 
are devastated, every steamboat wharf, 
private wharf and bath-house suc- 
cumbed and many summer hotels and 
houses either badly damaged or de- 
molished.

Senator Butler Would 
Compromise. 


He Declares It to Be the Only 
Possible Solution. 


A Substitute for the Geary 
Bill Offered, 


And Early Action Thereon is 
Recommended. 


A Colored Representative on Force at the 
Polls—Secretary Carlisle on the 
Purchase of Silver—Some 
Resolutions.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Strenuous efforts have 
been made by the Congressmen favor- 
ing and those opposing the McCreary 
substitute for the Geary bill to agree 
upon a time when the bill shall be 
considered. It is feared that there will 
be. no quorum in the House. As soon 
as a vote is taken on the Federal elec- 
tion law repeal bill efforts will be made 
to. get the bill up as soon “etter this 
as possible. 

Some of its opponents want to put it 
off until the first of next November, 
to wait for a quorum. There is little 
doubt expressed that the bill will go- 
‘through as soon as a vote can be 


preparing speeches which will severely 
arraign the administration for nonsen- | 
forcement of the Geary law. 
~ Secretary Carlisle sent the House to- 
day a@ reply to the resolution of that 
body asking him why the 4,500,000 
ounces .of silver bullion were not pur- 
chased during July and August, as re- 
quired by law. The reply says: “As 
the United States is the largest pur- 
chaser of silver in the world, the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury after examina- 
tion of the offers and quotations each 
day, should determine what, in his 
judgment, is a fair market price. He 
either has to purchase 4,500,000 ounces 
at the dealers’ prices, mo matter. ho 
unreasonable or exorbitant, or he must 
employ such means as are at his com- 
mand to ascertain the actual market 
price. 

“The effort of the ‘department since 
June 12, has been to simply ascertain the 
market price of bullion on each day 


that it was for sale, and, when 
ascertained, e purchases at that 
price.”’ 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) When the Senate met 
this morning there were, by actual 
count, one Democrat and six Republi- 
cans present. After some delay a quo- 
rum was-secured. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama reported 
from the Foreign Relations Committee 
a bill making appropriations to enable 
the Secretary of the Treasury to en- 
force the Chinese exclusion act. Re- 
ferred. Senator Morgan also offered a 
resolution, which went over, instruct- 
ing the Committee on Judiciary to re- 
port what provisions, if any, 
cojnage act of January 18, 1837, are in 
force. 

A resolution by Senator Dolph, call- 
ing for information es to the pensions 
paid persons residing in foreign coun- 
tries was agreed to. 

The repeal bill was taken up and Sen- 
ator Butler of South Carolina addressed 
the Senate. He said it was apparent 
that it was the purpose of those Sen- 
ators who favored the bill, to force it 
through the Senate without regard to 
and consideration of the rights of the 
majority. The minority of the Senate 
was not attempting to coerce anybody 
and did not intend to be coerced them- 
selves. 


“what is to be dcne. I reply compro- 
mise. A compromise is the solution of 
the struggle, but we are told that com- 
promise means defeat, and surrender 
to the majority. Compromise is the 
very essence of our form of govern- 
ment; not a measure which is con- 
tested in this House or the other, be- 
comes a law except as the result of a. 
compromise.” . 

Senator Blackburn of Kentucky ad- 
dressed the Senate in opposition to the 
bill. He said he was a bimetallist in 
the broadest and truest sense of the 
word. The repeal of the Sherman law 
would not cure the troubles’ under 
which the country labored. The tariff 
system must be revised and the pro- 
hibitive features eliminated; wider mar- 
kets must be obtained for the products 
of labor; the financial system must be 
remodeled; gold and silver must be 
made the standards; paper money_ be 
based upon. these standards, and iss 
direct by the government, and not 
filtered through agents of petted and 
fostered national banks; the 10 _ per 
cent. tax on State bank currency must 
be repealed; the government must be 
economically administered, and the pen- 
sion list purged of speculation and 
fraud.

The Norther 
Democrats, after an. informal cor- 
ference, decided that \the Tucker b*‘ll 
was too sweeping, and this substitr-te 
was formulated to meet the objac- 
tions.

CHICAGO, Oct. 4—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The members of the- 
Asociated. Press held a special meet- 
ing at the Grand Pacifi tel in this 
city today. It is the fi time in the 
[history of the organization that the 
newspapers embraced in the Associated 
Press membership. were ever called to-. 
gether in extraordinary session, as it. 
has never before been deemed necessary 
to call the owners of the great news- 
papers of the country together outside 
of the regular annual sessidn. 

The special purpose of the meeting - 
was to provide for an increase in the 
capital stock of the organization, to 
enable the management- to widen the 
field of its operations so as to include 
the entire country. Hitherto, this as- 
sociation has confined its membership « 
to the territory west of the Alleghany 
Mountains, although its news has em- 
braced the information of the entire 
globe, and it has had working alliances 
with all of the leading news-gathering 
organizations of the world.’ 

The attendance was larger than at 
any previous meeting of a press 
ciation ever held in this country. 
was largely due to the fact that a deep 
interest had been aroused by the 
machinations of three men, under the 
leadership of a Chicago banker, look-+ 
ing to the seizure of the~business of 
gathering and distributing news, and 
the conversion of it into a private trust. 
The menace alike to the newspaper _ 
profession and the general public in-— 
volved in this attempt, was so great as 
to create general alarm, and call for - 
prompt and heroic measures.

A Plea for Bimetallism. 

There are two articles on the money 
question in the September number of 
the Pall Mall Magazine, Waldorf As- 
tor’s publication. The first is an argu- 
ment against bimetallism by Mr. As- 
tor himself, which is written in the 
flippant and self-satisfied style of one 
who knows all about it and is impa- 
tient with those who do not agree with 
him. The second is an interesting ar- 
ticle presenting the case for silver, and 
is written by W. H. Grenfell. The 
writer shows that, according to the 
opinion of all the leading writers on 
this subject, the purchasing power of 
money is in direct proportion to the 
volume of money existing. This fact 
being admitted, the next important 
thing is to discover why the volume of 
money is being diminished. Mr. Gren- 
fell claims to show that the volume of 
metallic money throughout the world 
has, during the last twenty years, been 
diminished at a time when the increase 
of trade and population demand an ex- 
pansion of the currency. He shows 
that the bimetallic Bank of France is 
becoming more and more the center of 


‘the financial world, the position once 


held without dispute by the Bank of 
England. .Two prevailing fallacies in 
regard to the present and prospective 
quantity of silver in existence are ex- 
posed as follows: : 

“The first is the general belief that 
the United States of America have 
masses of silver with which they want 
to flood the European markets. This 
I believe to be an entire misconcep- 
tion The silver in the United States 
Treasury is performing the function of 
serving as money by circulating in the 
form of notes, and these notes are not 
more than is required by the enormous 
country they circulate in, as is shown 
by the careful tables compiled by Sen- 
ator Jones, who shows that silver has 
rather appreciated than otherwise. The 
second is that silver can be produced 
to almost an unlimited amount. This I 
‘believe to be also a miconception. The 


“great silver mines of the world have 


been the Potosi, the Comstock, and the 
Broken Hill. The first two are played 
out—in fact, of late years, the Com- 
stock has been producing 60 per cent. 
of gold to 40 per cent. of silver, and 
America has now been so thoroughly 
ransacked for generations that it is 
more than improbable that another 
Comstock should make its appearance. 
The scientific and expert opinion given 
at the Brussels conference pointed to 
the fact that the production of silver, 
both in the States and in Mexico had 
reached its maximum, and would in 
the future: fall off; as, indeed, Prof. 

ess (‘Future of Gold,’) of the Uni- 

rsity of Vienna, states will also be 
the case_with gold, as nine-tenths of 
the stock of gold existing in the world 
has been obtained from ‘placers,’ which 
are becoming very rare, and the pro- 
duction of gold must be less and less. 
‘It is certain,” he says, ‘that gold 
alone will never become the money of 
the world, in which the needs of indus- 
try will be met.’”’ 7 

In the course of the article a num- 
ber of quotations are given from well- 
known authors, showing the dangerous 
effects which follow the contraction 
or debasement of the currency. Among 
others are the following quotations: 

John Mills says: ‘““That’an increase of 
the quantity of money raises prices, 
and a.diminution lowers them, is. the 
most elemertary proposition in the 
theory of currency, and without it we 
should have no key to any of the 
others.”’ 

Also in his 
Economy:”’ 

“The value of money, other things 
being the same, varies inversely as its 
quantity, every increase af quantity 
lowering the value, and every diminu- 
tion raising it in a ratio exactly 
equivalent.”’ 

John Mills also says: “And again, in 
whatever degree, therefore the quantity 
of money is increased or diminished, 
other things remaining the same, in 
the same proportion of value of the 
whole, and of every part is reciprocally 
diminished or increased.” 

John Locke (‘‘Considerations,’’ pub- 
‘Money, while the 
game quantity of it is passing up and 
down the kingdom in trade, is really 
a standing measure of the falling and 
rising value of other things in refer- 
ence to one another, and the altera- 
tion in price is truly in them only. 
But if you increase or lesseh the 
quantity of money current in traffic in 
any place, then the alteration of value 
is in the money.” 

Cernuschi says: 

“The purchasing power of money is 
in direct proportion to the volume of 
money existing.”’ 

Ricardo says (in reply to Bosanquet;) 
“The value of money in any country 
is determined by the amount existing.

It should be remembred that this is 
an argument not for free silver, but 
simply for a bimetallic currency as dis- 
tinguished from a single gold standard. 


Suspended Banks.

Worth Considering. 

The American people have talked a 
great deal about the benefit that the 
World’s Fair would be to us, and 
have dwelt very complacently upon the 
idea that it would have a tendency to 
impress the foreign mind with juster 
ideas of American growth and great- 
ness, and thus tend to increase the re- 
spect felt for us by other countries. 

All this is doubtless true. This Co- 
lumbian Exposition will tend to make 
the different parts of the world better 
acquainted. But we shall not alone be 
the gainers in this respect, for other 
lands will recéive from, us a juster ap- 
preciation of the merits of their civ- 
ilization, and meanwhile our eyes may 
be opened to the fact that as compared 
with older civilizations. we are still 
strikingly crude, and have much to 
learn. 

American civilization is full of ac- 
tivity and energy, but it does not al- 
ways discover that discriminating 
sense of things displayed by its elders. 
We have not yet that nice sense of 
refinement which extends to our svur- 
roundings as well as our personalities. 
Very aptly does the New York Commer- 
cial Advertiser remark, that as a peo- 
ple, ‘“‘we need to learn how to distin- 
guish that subtle difference between 
merit and frivoljty which pervades civ- 
ilization, and of which an example is 
found in the difference between the 
gentleman and the fop.’’ 

In addition, it continues: 

“Our very energy and activity in pro- 
ductive labor of ‘mind or body lead us to 
overlook the crude and neglected places 
in our life. Thus myriads ef people swept 
back and forth daily over the Brook- 
lyn Bridge entirely overlooking the un- 
sightly condition of things about the 
eastern end of that structure until a 


French writer pointed to it. Scores of 
things quite as unsightly grow among 


us gradually and the accustomed eye—’ 


busy, too, with other things—does rot 
notice them. The stranger sees them 
at once and criticises them. Too often, 
instead of calmly ‘studying the sub- 
ject with a-view to deciding whether 
his criticism is just, of only a result of 
his own provincial prejudices, we fly 
into a passion and scold unpleasantly. 

“There is much to be learned from the 
remarks made to reporters and others 
by the French workmen who are vis- 
iting the fair Their very presence, 
brought about in the manner it -has 
been isa most significant suggestion for 
us. The differences between the Pari- 
sian and the provincial view of us not 
only point us to some of our own ten- 
dencies, but emphasize for us many 
points in French history and in French 
tendency today. If we play the fool 
and simply resent petulantly the crit- 
cisms made of us we will lose half the 
benefit the fair may be tous. We may 
finally condemn a criticism as itself 
narrow and founded in prejudice, but 
if we are wise we will not do so in 
any case till we have studied it and 
reflected over it calmly.”’ 


It is an advantage not only to the 
individual, but to a people, to see 
themselves as others see them, for the 
‘‘mote’’ in our neighbor’s eye is not 
apt to be half. as ‘blinding as the 
“beam” in our own eye, Honest crit- 
icism is helpful if we take it in the 
right spirit. It is like the spade and 
the harrow, which make ready for néw 
growths and fresh harvests. Let us 
learn all that we may throug this 
means.

A weekly newspaper called the Star, 
published ,;in San Francisco, takes 
strong grounds against the Midwinter 
Fair, because it claims that it will in- 
crease the number of unemployed in 
San Francisco, and cripple legitimate 
business.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH 


The Regular Meeting of 
the Board. 


The Health Officer’s Report on 
Public Buildings. 


But Little Improvement in Their 
Sanitary Condition. 


A Favorable Report on the Cudahy Packing 
House—The Public School Build- 
‘ings in Need of At-_ 
tention. 


The Board of Health met yesterday 
afternoon, Drs. Kurtz, McGowan, Gill- 
ingham and Mayor Rowan being in at- 
tendance. 


After the approval of the minutes, 
the folowing communication was pre- 
sented from the Health Officer: 

In accordance with requirement I 
have again inspected the public build- 
ings, and now desire to submit the fol- 
lowing rt for your consideration: 

I regret to have to state that since my 
last report there has been but little 
improvement in the sanitary condition 
of a majority of the buildings; and I 
may say the suggestions made in the 
last report still apply in most cases. 

Many of the public buildings are not 
properly ventilated. Much improve- 
ment in the ventilation of some of these 
buildings can be made, and at a very 
Small cost, by hinging the transoms at 
the bottom instead of at the top, 
thereby directing the curgent of air to 
the ceiling, where the current will be 
broken and the air diffused through 
the room. Certain ceiling ventilators, 
and those in floors and near the base of 
rooms acting a greater portion of the 
time as fresh air inlets, and producing 
direct currents upon the héads or feet 
of pupils should be closed, if it is pos- 
sible to provide sufficient fresh air by 
window or transoms, or should be 
muffied by placing in each ventilator 
a break, consisting of a thin sheet of 
cotton batting, held between two 
sheets or wire guaze, which 
will break the force of the current 
and cause a gradual diffusion of air 
into the room. Whenever possible 
windows should be opened from the 
top, unless shades are so hung as to 
produce a downward current in which 
case other provision for ventilation 
should be made. In fact, with all or 
most of the attempts at ventilation in 
the school buildings, it requires much 
attention and close observation on the 
part of each teacher and janitor to de- 
rive any benefit at all, and in some 
buildings it is utterly impossible to 
prevent pupils from being exposed. 
ae should be remedied as early as pos- 
sible. 

There are certain buildings which are 
overcrowded and poorly lighted. 

Many buildings are improperly and 
insufficiently heated, and this is a mat- 
ter that should receive attention before 
the rainy season sets in. 

There have been some improvements 
in the plumbing in a few of the school 
buildings. The plumbing fixtures in 
many school buildings are permanently 
inclosed, hence the janitors do not have 
free access to them. I would suggest 
that hinged doors be put into inclos- 
ures of all plumbing fixtures in order 
that the janitors may be enabled to 
clean out the traps as often as once 
in every four or six wecks. 

There are broken basins in some 
buildings; there are also urinals not in 
use. The former ‘should be _ repaired 
and the latter sealed, for any trap not 
in use will lose its water seal by evap- 
oration, and thereby admit foul air into 
the building from the sewer or cess- 
pool. There are also fixtures untrapped 
and unvented which are dangerous be- 
cause of these defects, they will ad- 
mit foul air from sewers or cesspools. 

On account of defective stopcocks in 
tanks some water-closets are insuffi- 
ciently flushed, and in a few buildings 
there are urinals without any provision 
for flushing them. 

Privy vaults should be dispensed 
with wherever possible. I find at East 
First-street school very objectionable 
privy vaults which should be filled, and 
the latrine water-closets that have 
been put in there should be connected 
with a proper cesspool. 

I would suggest that all repairs be 
made so that the plumbing in the pub- 
lic scheol buildings conform to the sani- 
tary regulations. 

Surface drainage should be attended 
to many yards in order that storm 
weiter cannot enter oy run into .the 
basements of buildings and form pools 
of stagnant water, as’/has been the case 
in the past at several buildings. 

The plumbing at/the County Jail is 
undergoing and improvements. 
The cell used for the detention of the 
insane awaiting’ committal to the asy- 
lum is poorly wentilated; and the fact 
of confining insane person in a jail 
among criminals, where he can see and 
hear them,/is confirmatory of his illu- 
Sions of p¢rsecution, and is also revolt- 
ing to thé sensibilities of all good citi- 
zens; hehce I would suggest, as there 
are already cells prepared for the recep- 
tion of the insane at the County Hos- 
pital,/that such persons be detained at 
the latter institution: 

The urinal at the East-side police sta- 
ti is filthy and unvented, and the 
vater-closet insufficiently flushed and 
in a foul condition. The old cesspool 
‘which is under the house, should be 
filled- up, as the plumbing is now con- 
nected with the sewer. 

The City Prison is kept in as sanitary 
a condition as the construction of the 
building will permit, which needs no 
comment, as the plumbing and the 
construction of the building are equally 
at fault. 

In conclusion, I take pleasure in 
acknowledging my obligations to the 


.| Superintendent of Buildings, and his 


assistant. the Plumbing Inspector, for 
their help in making the inspection of 
public buildings. 

As soon as the report of the Health 
Officer was read Dr. Kurtz asked what 
were to be understood as public build- 
ings. Were not the theaters to be in- 
cluded. 

Dr. Gillingham said that he supposed 
that the term public building was 
mean to apply to those buildings 
which belonged to the public. 

Dr. ‘Kurtz said 
something should be done about the 
Los Angeles Theater. The exit was in 
such shape that if*there should be a

Mayor Rowan said he thought the

Health Officer Powers spoke in refer- 
enee to the substance of his report. 
He said that it was somewhat like the 
report in reference to schools which 
he presented to the Board of Educa- 
tion several months ago. .

School 
building after school buildingg was in 
an unsanitary condition. Some of them 
had mire and stagnant weter under- 
neath. The cost of making; the larger 
portion of such improveynents would 
be but little, 

After due consideration the report of 
the Health Officer wa4 adopted, and 
that officer was requesfed to appear be- 
fore the next meeting of the board 
and urge that sonyvething should be

Dr. McGowan moved that the Health 
Officer present a requisition for $20 for 
drugs used for free dispensary pur- 
poses, No action taken. 

The Health Officer reported verbally 
in reference to the Cudahy Packing 
Company’s grounds, as to the ‘unsani- 
tary condition complained of at pre- 
vious meetings of the board. He stated 
that the place had been put in as good 
condition as possible, and there had 
been an evident effort to comply with 
all instructions from the Health De- 
partment. There appeared to. be about 


‘as much complaint of other places in 


that locality as of the Cudahy works. 
The board then adjourned.

The Usual Routine City Business Disposed 
of—Proceedings of the Supervisors’ 
Meeting—Santa Ana 
Brevities. 


The Santa Ana trustees met in reg- 
ular session Tuesday evening, with all 
members and the clerk present.

The City Attorney was instructed to 
draft an ordinance repealing section: 23 
of city ordinance No. 12, which has 
been declared unconstitutional. 

A resolution was passed to the effect 
that ,all people holding bills against 
the dity of Santa Ana shAll present the 
sanve on Saturday before the first Mon- 
day in each month, hot ‘later than 5 
p.m., and if not presented before that 
time the bill will not be paid ‘until the 
first of the following month. | 

The board adjourned to meet: again 
Monday evening, October ‘16.

SAN BERNARDINO. 


Orange-growers Moving in the 
Matter of Organization. 


a 


A Large Meeting Wednesday Morning—Prof. 
Andrews’ Bullionist Theory—On- 
tario’s Tax Rate—Notes 
and Personals. 


Pursuant to a call issued by H. B. 
Muscutt, horticultural commissioner for 
this county, about forty orange-growers 
of San Bernardino county met at Da- 
vis Hall, at 10 a.m., on Wednesday. 
Mr. Muscutt was made chairman of 
the meeting, and W. C. Fuller of Colton 
was elected secretary. In a few rer 
marks, outlining the objects of the 
meeting, as one for furthering organi- 
zation and exchange of views by grow- 
ers, especially to hear the vresenta- 
tion of the plans of T. H. B. Chamblin 
of Riverside and W. E. Collins of Onta- 
rio. After reading a fist of Jelegates 
the meeting was declared an open one. 
Mr. Chamblin was then called, and he 
continued speaking and answering 
questions until 12:30, when a recess of 
an hour was taken, and Mr. Chamblin 
again took the floor, and continued 
his remarks until 3 p.m. Among the 
many things spoken of the following 
is the substanc of some of the 
peints covered: 

About three thousand. carloads are 
now solid in the .organization. The 
crops of Southern California will prob- 
ably be seven thousand carloads next 
scacon, The method of organization is 
to form local organizations, there to 
form into districts with boards of con- 
trol, and these all to unite under an 
executive board. All fruit being 
branded as to locality, damaged fruit 
in one locality will not have a dele- 
terious effect upon fruit from any local- 
ity in which there is no freeze to dam- 
age it. The fruit is to be started at 
the beginning of the season at a lower 
price than heretofore; and marketed all 
through the season in an advancing 
market. Every locality will endeavor 
to build up its own locality brand in 
the market. By organized marketing, 


| the expense to Southern California will 


be reduced. By allowing 5 cents a box 
a crop of 6000 carloads will give a 
fund of $90,000, which will be sufficient 
to keep agents in every State in the 
Union in which oranges are sold in 
quantity, giving them $1800 a year sal- 
ary, and leave some $9000 for inciden- 
tals. -This might be doubled, making 10 
cents a box the tax for marketing, and 
it would be but a small part of what» 
is paid now, for it cost over a million 
dollars last year. es 
market properly labeled, according AQ 
the exact grade in the box. Smiutty, or 
inferior fruit, will not only be labeled 
according to quality or grade, but the 
locality brand will always ‘tend to 
more and more carefully grading and 
handling. Standard sizes and qualities 
would be sold at uniform prices. By 


pooling the fruit the damaged fruit [ 


can be handled by the association, and, » 
being branded as such, it goes into the’ 
market without endanger‘ng the mar- 
ket for good fruit from that or any 
other locality. Early and immatute 
fruit should not be marketed. Solicits, 
ors, working for the sale for any par-,; 
ticular brand, should be compensated 
by the growers of that brand. A mo 
careful handling of fruit. will be - 
cured. Packing-houses now handle the 
fruit in an outrageously careless man- 
ner. Yet with the careful handling, it 
will be done cheaper—at not more than. 
half the cost by packers and com- 
mission men, who get their commis-, 
sions upon gross receipts. 
W. E. Collins of Ontario explained 
the methods employed in that region. 
He said that he considered the organi- 
zation almost perfect, and the contract 
for the fruit a binding one. The neces- 
sity of immediate action was urged, 
though those who are working for or-,. 
ganization shouid not be discouraged. 
The Highlands delegates reported 
that the growers of that region are 
in favor of organization, almost to a 
man, but want to know definitely what 
the character of the organization is to 
After considerable discussion as 
to methods and quality of fruit in dif- 
ferent localities, it was decided, by a 
unanimous rising vote, that active 
steps should be taken at once to or- 
garize local and district associations. 
The opinion was expressed that ef- 
forts should be made to induce growers 
from districts which have held aloof 
to come into the organization, and to 
secure in such regions meetings, to be 
addressed by those active in organizing 
‘the orange-growers of Southern Cali- 
fornia. The thanks of the meeting 
were tendered. by a rising vote, to Mr. 
Chamblin for his address. 
Adjourned to moet at call of the 
chairman. .

BAILEY IN JAIL. 


The. Confidence 
rested in San Francisco. 


Wanted in Detroit for Conspiracy—The Fci- 
low’s Career in Los Angeles as 
a Sporting ‘‘High- 
fliez.’’ 


The San Francisco papers of Tuesday 
contain long and highly sensational 
reports of the arrest of one Thomas 
Bailey in that city, on a telegram from 
Detroit, saying that he was wanted 
for conspiracy, and that a requisition 
would be sent for him at once. The 
Oxaminer says, concerning the case: 

Chief Crowley says that he has not 
full information as to the charge on 
which Bailey is wanted, but under- 
stands that it is in connection with ore 
of the most celebrated and sensational 
kidnaping cases in the country which 
occurred thr®e years aro in Detroit. 

This was the case of a rman named 
Josepn Perrin. Perrin was one of the 
most prominent capitalists in the city, 
being a holder of immense real-estate 
interests, and controlling intcrests in 
many large corporations and banks. 

One morning the community was 
startled to hear the news that Perrin 
had been kidnapped and was being 
held for a rantom. At first it could 
hardly be hefieved, but his absence 
from home 2nd place of business soon 
gained credence for the story. 

The poljce began searching high and 
low for the abducted capitalist, and 
large rewcirds were offered for informa- 
tion as to his whereabouts. Before 
the police could locate him, he sud- 
deniy put in an appearance again and 
relzted a most startling story of his 
disappearance.. He said he had been 
khi€¢naped by a man who hid him away 
a’ad at thé pistol’s mouth forced him to 
‘sign checks for $30,000 

Suspicion restcd upon man after man, 
but the autherities were never able to 
get the right parties. The only thing 
they were able to discover was the 
cashing of part of the checks, these 
having been drawn in amounts of $5000 
each. This is as far as they got, how- 
ever, all of them being simply drawn 
payable to bearer, and the ones that 
cashed them, taking care to leave no 
trace behind. 

It was one of the most puzzling cases 
ever bréught before the police depart- 
ment of Detroit, and for over three 
years officers have been trying to/ run 
down the men who stole away and vic- 
timized the real estate agent.’ That 
they have at last found a clew is evi- 
dent from thearrest of Bailey, who is 
said to have kept a saloon there at 
the time of the kidnaping, what 
his connection with the case was, or 
what the charge against him will be, 
is at present unknown. He may be 
wanted as one of the principals, or it 
is possible the police believe he knows 
a great deal about the case, and want 
him as a witnesg. In either event they 
would take the/course they have pur- 


sued in order tio get him back to De- 


troit. 


The man Bailey above referred to ‘is | 


a sure-thing gambler and confidence 
man, who, with ‘‘Col’’ George Traylor 
or Taylor, as he sometimes called him- 
self, played a protracted engagement in 
this city some months ago, and = 
picture is on file in Chief G 
regues’ gallery as ‘“‘Thomas Renhedy. 
wanted in Detroit’ for conspiracy or 
kignaping.’”’ Bailey was. “‘spotted’’ 
shortly after his OT in this city, 
ond the Detroit authorities no- 
tified by Chief Glass, when théy re- 
plied that no case could be made 
against Bailey, and that he was not 
wanted. Bailey never made tHe slight- 
est attempt at concealment /while in 
Los Angeles. On the contrary, he took 


} every means possible to let it) be known 


that he was ‘here, and not here for 
his health, either. With ‘‘Cok.” Traylor, 
he occupied a fine suite of apartments 
at the Nadeau, and nothing was too 
good for him. The wine bill of the pair 
was a big item in itself, and it is 
believed that for at least a part of the 
time ‘their personal expenses averaged 
over $100 a day each. ““hey were both 
well known to the police detectives, 
and at any -titne could have been 
ca.ptured. Bailey finally married the 
widow Page, ‘Yn this city, supposing 
that she was 4 wealthy woman, and it 
wes undoubt édlygthe intention of Bailey 
and Trayloy to get possession of the 
woman’s money, and desert her. After 
the wedding Bailey found that the 
property was in such shape that he 
could aAot touch it, and, aft4r living 
with nis wife for several months, he 
left gor Denver, and nothing more has 
beeu heard of him until thé present 
time. His wife, in the mean time,’ £e- 
cred a divorce from hfm. Bailey also 
came very near getting in a very se- 
rious scrape with a young woman who 
called herself Miss Lucas, and who 
claimed that ths festive bunce. man 
had ruined her under promise of mar- 
riage. Bailey is said to have been a 
railroad brake:nan before he went into 
the saloon business, and afterward 
graduated as a high-class confidence 
operator. He was then known as 
Thomas
